— Liberal  Mohammed  Musaed  Al-Saleh  commented  in  progressive  Arabic 
daily  Al-Qabas  under  the  title  "Bush,  the  Da'iah  [a  person  who 
attempts  to  convert  others  to  Islam]"  (05/08):

"He  who  believes  that  the  Bush  administration  will  not  have  the 
courage  to  attack  Iran  while  still  stuck  in  Iraq  should  take  a look 
the  history  of  the  United  States.  In  the  past,  American  policy 
depended  heavily  on  external  wars  as  a distraction  when  internal 
crises  overwhelmed  the  American  president  or  his  party.
